Roosters and Fledglings , formerly The Fledgling , commenced 
publication in June of 1917, under the auspices of the Air 
Ministry. Scarcity of paper was a problem, but scarcity 
of material was not, and the quality of both written and 
artistic/photographic material was high. The magazine 
originated from St. Leonards-on-Sea, where most recruits 
began basic training. When Harry Babcock enrolled in the 
R.A.F., a Canadian, Lt.-Col. W.G. MacFarlane, was the

THE HISTORICAL SCRAPBOOK, FRONTENAC REGIMENT 


Col. Babcock had prepared a scrapbook on the history of 
the Frontenac Regiment, which he labelled "No. 3" and 
intended to follow in sequence behind the earlier letter 
books. However, No. 3 was a different format, and 
consisted of an old ledger, with most pages missing, in 
which new but highly acidic newsprint sheets had been 
glued. A combination of paper tape, glue and pins held a 
variety of materials, but many clippings, letters and 
photographs were loose, stuffed between pages. 

In order to facilitate storage and cataloguing, it 
was decided to disassemble the Scrapbook, but to retain 
the order imposed by Col. Babcock. (981.23.351)
